Pennsylvania Dutch. 


P ir.ssylvsilM Dutch and Other F.ssays. Philadel­ 
phia: J. ll. Lippincott k Co. 
A very entertaining and interesting volume 
is I ‘en ,< *;/!rn ii iii Dutch, Ju>t publish od by J. Ii. 
Lippincott A Co., of Philadelphia. 
Tim au­ 
thor put* Hie observation and ex|>orionce of 
twenty years with n peculiar |MM»plo into a 
most readable essay, making us acquainted 
with Hie manners urn! customs and religion of 
a community strikingly unlike almost any oth­ 
er in America—a community which blends tho 
reminiscences and traditions of old country 
life only in a slight degree with the spirit, the 
customs, Ute ambitions of Hie new world. Hie 
people are German, speaking a dialect of that 
I mgnuge whicli they call “ Dutch.” 
Indeed 
they call themselves Dutch, aud show consid­ 
erable contempt (ortho native O rjnun who 
labors tor them. 
The language is a strange 
compound of German aud English, the one 
corrupting the other, each knocking od the 
edges and sharp angles of the other, so to 
spcuk, until it Is difficult to toll whether the 
word spoken is English Germanized or Ger­ 
man Anglicized. 
Prof. Iluldemun says that 
pennsylvania German is a fusion of the south 
B ern— dialect , brought from the region of 
Hie upper Rhine, with un infusion of English. 
Iii religion they are Mennonites, of whom 
Ibm are three sects, ult of whom claim to lie 
non-resldcnts, and in some reelects resemble 
Hie Quakers. 
A person oucc asked the dif­ 
ference between his own and another sect. Ile 
replied: “ Vy, dey vears pultons, and vc 
vt'ars! i hooks oout eyes." This was the radi­ 
cal distinction. 
Ail the Mennist seels retain 
Hie rites of baptism and the Lord's Supper, 
aud most of Diem practice feet-wuriilug, ami 
some “greet one another with a holy kiss.” 
On .Sunday they meet at the boose of a am o­ 
ber, instead of ti church, and after services 
stay to dinner, which used to consist of bean 
soup, but is no longer confined to that savory 
and wholesome article of food. 
The (addons 
are (icculiar, aud the love of ornament, denied 
other means of gratification, appears in pol- 
i-bcd utensils, aud shining tin, brass, copper, 
and iron ware. 
The groat festive occasion among thi s" |x*o- 
p!e, at least the one at which tile greatest 
amount of cating is done, is the funeral. When 
death (liters a family, the friendly neighbors 
take p— 
MiM of the house, and while some 
put it iii order, others invade the kitchen and 
manufacture immense r uantities of bread, 
cake and pies. 
Two young men and two 
young women sit up together over night In 
tim room adjoining that of the dead. 
Suuday 
'funerals bring together a vast concourse of 
jieopk', and sometimes three hundred carriages 
pillow Hie dead to Hie grave. 
The services are 
generally conducted in German, utter whicli 
an invitation is extended to ult present to re­ 
turn from the graveyard to the supiier; some­ 
times Hie meal is partaken before tile proces­ 
sion moves. 
.Sometimes tables aro sot iii a 
bam, or carriage hoise, aud relays of guests 
succeed each other until all have eaten. 
The 
neighbors wait u|>ou the tables. 
The enter­ 
tainment generally consists of meat, chickens, 
bread, pies, rusks, potatoes, chee***, apple- 
butler, pickles, sauces, and coffee. 
When all 
have feasted, aud the dishes are washed, Hie 
iicightKirs retire and the family are left in quiet 
again. 
.Memorial stout's over tho dead are 
more conspicuous thau among Quakers, but 
ale generally plain, with simple inscriptions. 
The marriage service is much more simple, 
and attended with less ado, though usually 
quite solemn. 
Sometimes it is followed with 
great Simi t of a rustic sort. 
Courting is a 
matter left almost entirely to the (unties ac­ 
tively interested in the business. Quiltings are 
great occasions, attended with more cheer and 
l< »s scandal and gossip than such allairs usu­ 
ally are. 
These “Dutch" farmers are thrifty, and 
manage to make every ucre yield its increase, 
and ever pair of (lands feed at least one mouth. 
They took on “much education” as conducive 
to home.-**, which they regard as a mortal sin. 
“Tile woinau is more than half,” they say, sod 
lier iudu-try ami prudence prove the saying 
true. 
She milks, raises the poultry, keeps the 
garden, helps in the harvest, husks corn, and 
picks apples, besides attending to all house­ 
hold work. 
“It was a pretty sight which I 
saw one fall day,” says our author, “an 
Amish man with four sons and daughters 
husking iii the field.” 
“ We do it all our­ 
selves,” -“aid he. 
Soap making Is one of the 
difficult operations, involving more knowledge 
of chemistry than they usually posses; and 
ic-ults of conditions they do not understand, 
they naturally attribute to good or iii luck.— 
If a farmer’s wife never has “good luck," she 
gets some lucky woman to come and help her. 
A smart hoiisekce|ier makes a barrel of soap 
in the morning, and goes visiting in the after­ 
noon. 
Apple to tter is one of the staple arti­ 
cles in their bill of fare. 
A barrel of cider is 
boiled down, and two bushels of cut apples 
are then added, and are cooked in the great 
kettle, the mass kept constantly stew ing all 
His while, until the cider no longer weeps oat 
round the edges,,but all forms a simple heap. 
The prepared.apples are called “snilz.” Dry­ 
ing fruit is one of the great labors. 
Au in­ 
dustrious woman, speaking of a neightior, 
said, “She bain't got many dried apples, 
lf 
ber girl if ooh! suitz lu the evening, us I d id ! 
But she'd rather keep company and move 
round thau to snits.” 
At the table they do Dot use vain repieH- 
tions, us fashionable people do; but after a 
short pause each helps himself or herself out 
oi the several dishes. 
Coffee Is drank three 
times a day, and often without sugar. 
In 
conveying food to the mouth, the knife is in- 
variably used instead of the fork. 
They keep 
their time half an hour ahead, like tiiat vii* 
lage of Cornwall, where it was twelve o’clock 
when it was but half-past eleven to Hie rest of 
worki. 
To be called lazy is the worst term of re­ 
proach. 
The Dutch girls are excellent house­ 
keepers in their way, and English formers of- 
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ten urge their sons to marry Dutch girls. 
When one had followed this prudential coun­ 
sel, it was remarked, “Now he will see what 
good cooking Is." The dress of these people 
is peculiar, and anything but attractive. 
Their religious services have a slight resem­ 
blance to those of the Quakers. 
When a man 
backslides, and is clayweed by “the meeting,” 
the members of his own family who belong to 
“ the meeting” are not allowed to sit at the ta­ 
ble with him, and his wife withdraws from 
him. 
“A woman who worked in such a fami­ 
ly told me,” says our author, “bow unpleasant 
ii was to lier to see (h it tor father did not take 
his seat at the table to which she was invi­ 
ted.” This rule is derived from a text In one 
of Paul’s Epistles. 
So, by a most unreasona­ 
ble theory of Biblical infallibility, the local aud 
temporary directions of this great Apostle, 
whoso spirit was free as the wind and who was 
the champion of litorty, have fallen as a yoke 
and burden upon these good people of our 
time and land. 
The volume giros many facts and incidents 
connected with different sects of the Germans, 
and is full of interest. 
Its picture of a simple, 
practical, prosaic people, too rigid In their 
their ways and too literal in their habits of 
thought to catch the spirit of the country and 
age in which they live, is specially attractive. 
If there were nothing higher than thrift urn! 
comfort, nothing better than broad ami fertile 
acres, notiiing more desirable than well-stor­ 
ed barns and a large family and a good name 
among industrious and wcil-to do pooplc.these 
Pennsylvania “Dutch” might well claim to 
have solved the problem of life and set Hie 
fashion for the world. 
But human nature re­ 
bel* against their standard, aud smothers iu 
their orders.

Saratoga is like a great city; the throng so 
gloat, the succession so constant, that one 
has a comfortable sense that one can do as 
one pleases without exciting a passing re­ 
mark. 
When the broad colonnade, two or 
three hundred foci long, Is full of promenaders, 
with every n i t t y of toilet, positive, compara­ 
tive and superlative—you fool that the most 
you could do, had you tho menus, woald bo 
nothing hero; and the least you can do an­ 
swers every purpose, since nobody gives more 
than u passing glance at anything. 
It is a 
constat!', tide of faces and forms ebbing aud 
flowing, and the second blots out Hie first, 
and the third the second—as the waves of the 
ca efface each other. 
As a study of American society a visit al 
.Saratoga is a tiling quito worth one’s while.— 
There are jiecuUarUios in it distinctly Ameri­ 
can, and resulting directly from the habits of 
of republican society. 
One of these is the 
ease and independence of the life. 
Nobody Is 
afraid of anybody. 
There are no %lattrio bolt* 
ami liars, no boundaries of frigid reserve such 
us obtain in society which lins l*#n broken 
into cia-sos, each one of which fools it neces­ 
sary to keep off the other from its acquaint- 
aiieo. 
Iii an English hotel or watering-place, 
for example, it would Is' Im post lite, im hove, 
to got at tho heart of English society aud ol>- 
serv® the daily manners ami goings on of the 
licst society. 
What are calks! the lietter classes in Eng­ 
land are fenced in by every national custom 
and regulation, ami us completely seciu led as 
Uhs ladies of Hie Grand .Seiguor’* harem. 
There arc no common parlors where all may 
meet—no common railroad curs. 
An English 
family travels like an island surrounded by 
waler, or as if genii lifted up Hic house and 
took it from place to place. 
Tile family, 
whole and compact, goes everywhere aud 
keeps by itself. 
One may travel on the same 
railroad, put up at the same hotels, with the 
best English families ami see no more of them 
limn lf one were anywhere else. 
A ser.uut 
secures a conqiartmeiit-car for their sole an d ' 
separate use. Close-veiled, and looking neither 
to Hie right nor left, they enter it. 
At the 
botel their suite of apai Intents is engaged. 
They pas* from the retirement of Hie car to 
the retirement of the hotel, aud disappear in 
mysterious shadows. 
Tile fifteen hundred 
gentlemen aud ladies who were making C in­ 
gress llali their t o m while we were there 
were of our best class - and we say, with hon­ 
est pride, that the best chi*;. of English society 
bus no better. 
There was no Hash aud dazzle, 
no predominance of shoddy aristocracy; all 
was quiet, easy, genial, ami refined. 
The 
American family of Hie best class was (lien 
well represented. 
Tim father ami motlier, the 
young collegian, the pretty daughter. 
Ami 
here we must stop and indulge in a little 
gush of uduiir.itiou at Hieso dear, pretty, 
charming, 
high-bred 
American 
girls.— 
Their beauty 
is of a style so delicate: 
it is so much the expression of character; 
it bus so many 
positive intiin&tkms 
of 
siqipressed power an d ability, that it is all the 
more Interesting. 
We watched several of 
these little queens from day to day without d< 
tooting an inharmonious movement 
becoming gesture—everywliero a r 
, 
they appeared coolly mistresses of Hie 
tua- 
tion. 
This piquant little air of entire scif-poa- 
session and ability t i look any position in the 
face, is one of Hie jieouiiarities of youug lady­ 
hood, and when veiled by perfect modesty Is a 
wonderful charm. 
As to toilet matters, we 
saw much evidence of good taste. 
The gene. 
rat average was in that precise distance be­ 
hind extremes which marks good atame aud 
refinement. 
The female costume of the sea­ 
son, by the by, is in much more ho|ieful and 
becoming way than it was two or three years 
ago, when the demi-monde of Baris sat us a 
queen, and had seen no sorrow. 
It has not 
now that scraggly, wild, hlgb-flying air, that 
quantity of jingle aud tiusel and furbelow that 
was at one lite* the desolating fashion. 
Toilets of mode,-,, colors and harmonizing 
shades of one color hive taken the place of 
the startling contrasts sad theatrical fu-hious 
that once obtained, and there have licen few 
instances of vulgar over-dressing. 
Indeed 
nothing has beeu more suggested by the 
whole tone of dross, air, and manner among 
the hundreds who thronged our bails or sal at 
our tables titan the idea of culture aud reflue* 
ment. 
Quiet ease, self-possession, and good 
bleeding have marked the tone of society.

A certain economy in the matter of ice hav­ 
ing been observable in domestic as well as in 
restaurant arrangements for a connie of weeks 
past, the writer took a turn yesterday along 
the piers of the North River, to which Hie ice 
business chiefly gravitates, to see how mutters 
stood. 
No matter how dull business may be hi the 
city, how deserted the streets coiled Wall and 
Broad are in these insuflerable times of the 
summer solstice, there is always movement 
arid bustle in the neighborhood of the ice 
barges that are moored at certain points 
along the North River and tile East. At those 
points there is no cessation of toil for man or 
horse during the working hours of the day. In 
winter one does not care so much about visi­ 
ting them; but with the thermometer climbing 
its best up to the hundredth round of the lad­ 
der it is really refreshing to loiter in thoneigh- 
torhood of Hie barges while Hie huge blocks 
of ice are being hoisted from them into the 
solid wagons that ore waiting for their cool 
cargoes. 
At the foot of Fourteenth street, North Riv­ 
er, several of these barges are moor*''I. 
Tile 
wagons that are waiting to be filled have 
nearly all painted on them the words “ Rock­ 
land Lake Ice Company.” The lifting tackle 
is worked by horses, and it is amusing to see 
the zeal with which the animals make their 
starts, os if they intended to go ton miles 
straight uiiead without stopping, and tiieir 
puzzled looks when they are brought up all 
standing and I lacked, after having gone a few 
yards. 
To a horse of well regulated mind 
there must to something very disturbing in all 
this. 
As each wagon is tilled Hie driver puts 
it alongside a little wooden office on Hie pie', 
in which there stands at a desk a man, who 
makes entries of the loa*ls in a book. 
Look­ 
ing at the great ice-barges moored in the dock 
one cannot help thinking that they must be 
very pleasant places iu whicli to dwell during 
tills awfully tropical season that so persistently 
keeps reducing us to pulp of an uncool merci al 
character. 
There Is a glimpse of cabins, tho 
tallies of which are spread for couiforl.itlie 
noontide meals, aud lite wiud-saiis whirling 
above, which on deck an* suggestive of a very 
pleasant atmosphere in tile little saloons, 
which are literally situated between wind and 
ice. 
Arnvsory to these piers arc numerous 
small toys witli no redundancy of clothing up­ 
on thou). 
Thpy are looking after broken ice, 
large lumps of which they put into (Kills or 
baskets aud carry away, with lim (icrmission 
of Ute ice men. 
Entering the little office ou the pier—ll is a 
mere scutry-tox, the floor of which recks with 
wet mud—the writer accost* a civil-looking 
man.who is making entries In a book. 
Ru­ 
mors have been current with regard lo failure 
in the supply of ice, aud the writer wants to 
know all about it. 
To a direct question put 
on the subject Hic man at the desk says with­ 
out reserve that lite supply of ice is getting to 
to “pretty short" at Hie upriver storehouses. 
These ice houses lie says, are situated at many 
(mints on tile Hudson ail the way from Bough 
keepsle to Albany, chiefly ou the west tonk, 
and it is king since their stocks have been so 
much reduced as they are at present. 
No dif­ 
ference Is made iu Hie price of lee on lids ac­ 
count, Hi* whole liminess toiug worked under 
contr let. 
Tito ice men, however, do not an- 
llcipate anything like an ice famine, as we an' 
verging so close on September now that tho 
lavish use of the luxury—necessity rallier— 
must soon cive way to something more mod­ 
erate. 
The waste of ice in ail |wl lie places 
of entertainment is something astounding.— 
Even the waste of Croton water is nothing 
compared with it. 
One-fourth of Ihequaiitit) 
of ice use I by every bnr-kecper in mixing 
every drink would to alieolutely sufficient to 
secure the perfect coolness of the concoction. 
As prospects appear there will to ice enough 
for ail during the rest of the bot weather, and 
yet economy of the article is advisable.

twaddle. 
I nm 
a great sinner In 
that poor fellows opinion, and the Times 
published his ravings even when I was most 
unwisely believed to Im* dead. 
No body but 
Ixinl Bingham and I know what i*eoplo will 
say after we are gone. 
The work of trying to 
follow the central line of drainage down bas 
taken me away from the mails or postage. 
The Manyeins are undoubtedly cannibals, lint 
it was long before I could get conclusive evi­ 
dence thereon. 
I was sorely let mid hindered 
by having half caste Moslem attendants, un* 
mitigated cowards, and false as their prophet* 
of whose religion tiny have on!) imbibed tho 
fulsome pride. 
They forced me back when 
almost in sight of the end of my exploration, 
a distance lietween IOO and 500 miles. 
Un­ 
der a blazing vertical sun I came here a more 
blickie of hones, terribly jaded iii boily and 
mind. 
’I lit* head of my 
worthless Mosein’s 
remained here, and as in* hod done from the 
coast, ran riot with thegoodssent to mc,drunk 
for a month at a time. 
Ile then divined on 
the Koran aud found that I was dead, 
lie 
retained the slaves and ivory for himself, ami 
I arrived to find myself destitute of everything 
except a few good* I left Iii easo of need.— 
Goods are currency here, and I have to wait 
now till other goods and other men come. 
When placed in charge of my supply of soap, 
bran*})', opium mid gun (lowlier from certain 
Berri.ms, British subjects, be was fourteen 
months returning, ult expenses tieing paid out 
of my stock. 
Three months were ample, and 
then lie remained here all I sold off all. 
You 
call this smart, do you! Some do, If you don’t. 
I think it moral idiocy.

Protection of Llvery-Slnble Keeper*. 
Among the laws passed at the hist session 
of the Legislature, was the following: 
AN ACT for the protection of livery-stable 
keepers and other persons keeping horses at 
liven' or pasture, passed Mav 3, 1872. 
Section I. It shall In* lawful for nil liverv- 
slable keepers and other persons keeping any 
horse or horses at liver)’ or pasture, or board­ 
ing the same, for hire, under any agreement 


w i t h the owner thereof, to detain such horse 
or horses uutil all charges un.lor such agree­ 
ment for the care, keep, pasture or Imam of 
such horses shall have been paid; provide*I, 
however, that notice in writing shall first tie 
given to such owner or person, or at his last 
known place of residence, of the amount of 
such charges, and the intention to detain such 
horse or horses until such charges shall be 
paid. 
§ 2. From Hie time of giving such notice, 
and while such horse or horses are so detained, 
and no longer, such livery-stable keeper or 
other person shall have a lieu upon such horse 
or horses for the purpose of satisfying any ex- 
ectiMon which may la* Issued upon a judgment 
obtained for .inch charges. 
$ 3. This act shall take effect immediately.
